Four hundred ninety-six curb 
parking spaces will be available 
in the downtown area as the re- 
sult of the lifting of parking 
prohibitions by the Board of 
Aldermen, John K. Travers, 
chief of the parking meter sec- 
tion, announced yesterday on 
‘completion of a survey.

Both the Corporal and the 
Honest John can carry atomic 
or high explosive warheads, the 
Army said. Using high explosive 
only, the Honest John “can de- 
liver on a target the demoli- 
tion effect of hundreds of ar- 
tillery shells.” 


But the Corporal is the dead- 
lier of the two weapons now be- 
ing added to what the Army 
called its “fast-growing list of 
mew weapons.” It gives field 
commanders far greater fire- 
power on the battlefield than 
either the Honest Jehn rocket 
or the atomic cannon and en- 
ables them “to strike selected 
targets deep in the enemy rear 
areas,” 


The Corporal can be used in 
any. kind of weather under any 
conditions of visibility. 


It is driven through space by 
a powerful rocket motor. The 
Army did not reveal its velocity 
except to say it is “several 
times the speed of sound.” 

Simple Launcher. 

A Corporal unit inciudes the 
missile itself, a mobile launcher, 
and guiding equipment. The 
launcher is a simple device con- 
sisting of a light metal take-off 
pedestal. 

The Honest John will be used 
tactically “to supply close fire 
support in ground combat oper- 
ations.” 

It is a “free-flight’’ rocket 
with no electronic controls. “It 
‘approaches conventional artil- 
lery in accuracy” and “has con-

WASHINGTON, April 17 (UP) 
A cross-section of the nation’s 
editors expressed the opinion 
today that “McCarthyism” is 


losing popularity in their home 
districts. 

The editors were polled at the 
annual breakfast of the Wash- 
ington professional chapter of 
Sigma Delta Chi, which played 
host to members of the Amer- 
ican Society of Newspaper Edi- 
tors at the editors’ national con- 
vention here, 

They were asked, “In your 
section of the country is Mc- 
Carthyism more or less popular 
now than a year ago?” Thirty- 
one answered “more” and”’80 
“less.” 

A second question was: 
“Which party is going to Win 
Senate and House in this year’s 
congressional elections?” Fifty- 
five said the Republicans will 
carry the Senate.

The biggest Easter throngs in 
history jammed the Eternal City 
and awaited a message from 
Pope Pius XII later today which 
was expected to be an appeal for 
peace, 

The pilgrims attended mid- 
‘night services at Saint Mary 
Major, St. Paul’s Outside the 
‘Walls and the twelfth century 
(Santa Maria in Aracoeli—the 
‘Church of the Altar of Heaven. 
|The Easter vigil ceremonies at

the blessing of the fire. 

Thousands from many coun- 
tries attended Holy Saturday 
services in St. Peter’s Basilica, 
where at the “gloria” of a papal 
mass, the bells of the basilica 
announced the end of Lent and 
Christ’s Resurrection and tri- 
umph over death. 

To Broadcast From Apartment. 

For the first time since he 
was elected in 1939, the Pope’s 
speech today was to be broad- 
cast from the privacy of his 
Vatican apartment. It was to be- 
gin at noon (5 a.m., St. Louis 
time). 

Loudspeakers will carry it to 
the hundreds of thousands who 
will jam the great square and 


adjoining streets. Radio hook- 
ups with the Vatican radio sys- 
tem will carry it to the world. 

The convalescing 78-year-old 
head of the Roman Catholic 
church will appear only for a 
few moments to the throng 
when he gives his blessing 
“urbi et orbi’—to the city and 
the world. 

Chill winds with the tang of 
newly fallen snow in Alpine 
mountains yesterday swept over 
Rome.

PARIS, April 17 (AP)—Mar- | 
shal Alphonse Juin has told |

Defense Community in its pres- 
ent form because the Russian 
menace had decreased while 
France's insecurity over Indo- 
china increases. 

France's controversial top- | 
ranking soldier made _ his'| 
thoughts on the subject known | 
in a/letter to the President pub- | 
lished today. 

He said he wanted to make 
certain his position and that of | 
the French chiefs of staff over 
whom he is still chairman are 

clear when the government is-| 
sueg.its promised white paper 
on the EDC feud which brought 
him into disfavor with the gov- 
ernment | 

Juin Was ousted March 31 
from his post as senior military | 
adviser to the government after | 
he criticized the EDC and then | 
refused to meet Premier Joseph 
Laniel and Defense Minister 
Rene Pieven when they called 
on him to explain. 

Urges Amendments, 

In an accompanying dutline | 
of procedures of the chiefs. of | 
staff, Juin explained he believed | 
many amendments needed to he | 
made to the EDC treaty and his | 
recommendations on these points | 
had not been accepted by the | 
government. 

The EDC envisages bringing | 
West German forces into a two- 
million-man, one-uniform army 
with France, Italy, Belgium, The | 
Netherlands and Luxembourg. 

“Near the end of the year 
1952,” he continued, “after hav- 
ing gained a deeper understand- 
ing of the treaty, I developed 
a conviction that it ought not to 
come into effect without certain 
reservations suspending the ap- 
plication of several articles (of 
the treaty). 

“But at the end of that year,” 
he continued, “the atmosphere 
ehanged, due to new conditions. | 
There was less disquiet about 
the imminence of a Russian ag- | 
gression, and, on the other hand, 
our military forces were im- | 
moblized and used up more and 
more in Indochina, to the detri- 
ment to our security in Europe. 

Fear of Germany. | 

“Would it be good, in these | 
conditions, that is to say with 
our forces divided, to enter into | 
a combination, on the basis of 
political integration, where | 
France could not hope to be in| 
the majority and where every- | 
thing developed to create fear 
that Germany would soon be in| 
first place?” 

A formal government reply 
also was published, which said | 
Juin, while not participating in | 
drafting the treaty, had. dis- | 
cussed it at length while head 
of the combined chiefs of staff. | 
Moreover, the government add- | 
ed, at the North Atlantic Treaty | 
Council in Lisbon in February | 
1952 Juin approved a resolution |

He Is Charged With 
Currying Favor of 
Captors to Detriment 
of Fellow Prisoners. 


WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP) 
A new era in military justice 
opens here Monday with the 
court-martial of Army Cpl. Ed- 
ward 8S. Dickenson. 

He is a former prisoner of 
war who first chose to stay with 
the Reds in Korea and then 
changed his mind. He is ac- 
cused of currying favor with 
his captors at the expense of 
fellow prisoners. 

The trial will be the first of 
its kind to be held under a new 
military code which makes it a 
crime to engage in activities that 
lead to mistreatment of fellow 
prisoners. 

Dickenson, a farmer’s son of 
Cracker’s Neck, Va., was one of 
23 P.O.W.s who refused repa- 
triation under the armistice 
terms. Later, however, he and 
one other P.O.W., Cpl Claude 
Batchelor of- Kermit, Tex., 
thought better of it and ‘re- 
turned. to United States Army 
control, Batchelor now faces 
charges similar to those under 
which Dickenson is to tried. 

Prosecutor West Point 

One pf the Army's highest 
ranking legal experts, Col. C. 
Robert Bard, a West Point man, 
has been assigned ag prosecutor 
in the Dickenson case. The De- 
fense attorney is Col. Guy 
Emery, a retired West Point 
man. ~ 

It is the prosecution’s conten- 
~ tion, Bard said, that Dickenson 

“did not suffer at the hands of 
the Communists and that he in- 
formed on his buddies to gain 
benefits for himself. 

Dickenson came back to the 
United States last Nov, 18 and 
two weeks later married his | 
childhood sweetheart, the for-| 
mer Lottie Kate Laney. 


“I was forced to go to Com- 


munist lectures soon after my 
capture on Nov. 5, 1950,” he 
said. “I objected all the time. 
-.] tried to escape but I was cap- 
tured and they forced me to do 
hard labor and beat me. 
“Then they made me attend 
lectures and join a ‘study group.’ 
The Reds made me write state- 
ments that I would inform on | 
the ‘reactionaries.’ 
‘I Didn’t Inform 
“What I had to do turned “G 
lot of men against me, 
wasn’t true. I didn’t rae 1 
wrote articles following the 
Communist line— which were 
probably published all-over.” 
The maximum penalty which 
can be imposed on Dickenson is 
life imprisonment.

First of all, he said, there is the spe- 
cific value of a locality in its produc- 
tion of materials that the world needs. 

Then, he continued, there is the possi- 
bility that many human beings could

Finally, there are broader considera- 
tions that might follow the “falling dom- 
ino” principle. 

If someone sets up a row of dominoes 
and knocks over the first one, he said, it 
is certain that the last one will go over 
very quickly. In Southeast Asia, such an 
action would be the beginning of a dis- 
integration that would have the most 
profound influences. 

With respect to Indochina’s specific 
value, the President continued, this area 
produces two items that the world uses 
—tin and tungsten. They are very im- 
portant, he said, and Indochina also pro- 
duces other materials, including rubber. 

With respect to the possibility that 
more people might pass under a dicta- 
torship, he pointed out that Asia has al- 
ready lost some 450,000,000 of its 
peoples to the Communist dictatorship. 
He asserted that the United States

Map Tells the Story. 


A look at the accompanying map will 
i} show what the President meant.

1941 and 1942, including the heavily armed 
“impregnable” British naval base at Singa- 
pore, explains why the President, Secre- 
tary of State Dulles and the National 
Security Council are fearful that the Reds 
will get control of Indochina by a military 
victory or a negotiated peace with the 
French. 

The eight years of war in Indochina at- 
test that this former French colony is not 
a pushover for the Communist Viet Minh 
armies of Ho Chi-Minh even though they 
have been getting thousands of tons of 

| food and munitions monthly from Red 


China. Within the last few months, how- 
ever, Red China aid has been greatly in- 
creased. Secretary Dulles told a House 
committee that the Reds were “awfully 
close” to the activ intervention that would 
force the United States to take drastic 
ns steps to protect the associated states of 
! Viet Nam, Laos and Cambodia from a Chi- 
nese invasion. 

A non-Communist Indochina is so im- 
portant to the Free World that Dulles flew 
to England and France this week to ar- 
range a diplomatic “united front” to the 
Russian and Chinese leaders 
speak for the Communists at the Geneva 
conference beginning April 26, one week 
from Monday. 

Dulles was unable to get eienbiltabe sup- 
port for a joint statement of “united ac- 
= tion,” to be signed by the United States, 
Great Britain and France, warning the 
Reds to stop further military aggression, 
but he did get general support for a 10- 
power agreement to set up a Southeast 
Asia mutual defense organization, modeled 
after the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion for Western Europe, if the Geneva 
conference fails to come up with an accept- 
able arrangement for a truce or negotiated 
peace in Indochina.

(2) To alert the United States and the 
rest of the Free World that we are very 
close to war\in Southeast Asia, and 

(3) To warn the Kremlin and Peiping 
governments that the United States re- 
gards this region as part of the defense 
perimeter of the Free World. 


The Communists, in their preparations 
for Geneva, have also sought to put them- 
selves in a “position of strength” by re- 
doubling their efforts to capture the for- 
tress of Dien Bien Phu. -Military victory 
there would put them in a position to dom- 
inate northern Viet Nam. If this bastion 
gshould fall before or during the Geneva 
conference, the Reds would be in a strong 
negotiating position with the French and 
the three associated states. 


Mutual Defense Plan. 


The Dulles plan for a 10-power mutual 
defense pact is designed to give permanent 
protection to Southeast Asia. The partici- 
pating countries besides the United States, 
Great Britain and France would be Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand; the Philippines, 
the three associated states and Thailand. 
Japan, Formosa and Indonesia would not 
be included, at least at first. 


We already have separate treaties or 
agreements with these nine countries as 
single nations or in groups and this would 
be an enlargement of the collective secur- 
ity concept of the Truman Administration 
in which Dulles was an active participant. 

In addition to our European defense ties 


r with Great Britain and France, we have 


defense pacts with Australia and New 
Zealand and an individual agreement with 
the Philippines. 

We have mutual -defense and economic 
aid agreements with France and the three 
associated states. It is under these that 
we are supplying food, munitions and tech- 
nicians to Indochina. 

We have a similar mutual aid agreement 
with Thailand and since 1950 the Thai de- 
fenses have been greatly strengthened. 

The proposed 10-pqwer pact is far more 
comprehensive than the agreements we 
now have, including those with Japan and 
Korea. 


The. Dulles mission to London and 
Paris pointed up two weaknesses of our 
present global strategy: 

(1) That Seutheast Asia does not lend 
itself to the “deterrent” power of 

“threats of “instant” and “massive” re- 
taliation by the use of atomic and hydro- 
gen bombs and 

(2) That we have not yet found an 
adequate counter-strategy to -Commu- 
nist-inspired “small wars” that are 
waged ostensibly against colonialism. 

NATO has stopped Communist aggres- 
sion in Europe. Dulles’s 10-nation pact 
may have similar success in Asia. Details 
of the proposal have not been announced 
and it may take months or even years to 
reconcile the views of the different na- 
tions, but the fact that a defense pact is in 
the making will be a warning to Russia 
and China and could be more effective 
than the joint three-power declaration 
Dulles originally advocated. 


Playing for High Stakes. 

The new agreement will require much 
negotiating. The important paragraph in 
the joint statement by Dulles and British 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden merely 
said that the Allies are “ready to take part 
with other countries concerned in an ex- 
‘amination of the possibility of establishing 
a collective defense” ip Southeast Asia. 

The stakes in Southeast Asia are high 
both in natural resources and the millions 
of people who are just awakening into the 
twentieth century with its promise of a 
higher standard of living and greater indi- 
vidual freedom. 

The estimated population is 155,000,000, 
of whom about 8,000, are immigrant 
Chinese. The basic culture is Indian, the 
prevailing religion is Buddhism. The Euro- 
pean colonials who imported their own 
cultures along with their capital* invest- 
ments number only two-tenths of 1 per 
cent of the population, but they generally 
control international trade and the .larger 
economic enterprises. 

The principal export products, in addi- 
tion to the tin, tungsten and petroleum 
mentioned by Mr. Eisenhower, are iron,

PARIS, April 17.

Indochina and therefore in the rest of Southeast 


Asia. 


Fortunately for the west, the Dulles proposal was made against the back- 


ground of the defense of Dien Bien Phu which, 


almost for the first time in 


eight years of war, dramatized that bitter jungle eonflict. 


Without such a move, which had the look 
of urgent, almost desperate improvisation, 
we might very soon have had a repeat per- 
formance of the “who lost China?” quarrel. 

The crisis over Indochina bears a strik- 
ing resemblance to the last phase of the 
confused drama that ended with the down- 
fall of Chiang Kai-shek. That catastrophe 
was followed by a fierce controversy still 
having loud echoes in American. politics, 
and there is no guarantee that, despite 
recent developments, Indochina may not 
go the same way. 

The principal victims in the recrimina- 
tions over “who lost China?” were the for- 
eign service officers who predicted that 
internal dissension, graft and loss of the 
will to fight would help to bring down the 
Chinese Nationalist armies. Similarly, vic- 
tims of an Indochina post-mortem, if it be- 
comes necessary to hold one, are likely to 
be those who from time to time in official 
dispatches have tried to give some of the 
facts that have been brushed under the 
policy rug. 

Consequences of Deception. 
So long as official French communiques 


from Saigon proclaimed battles in prog- 
ress, battles won and rarely battles lost, 


the United States policy was to give the. 


French almost everything they asked for 
without putting any embarrassing ques- 
tions. 

One of the tragic consequences of this is 
that, with no pressure from the outside 
and with the United States finally taking 
over nearly 80 per cent of the cost of the 
war, the French government has never 
come to grips with the issue of independ- 
ence for the Associated States in any 
really meaningful sense. 


For most of Asia it has continued to be 
a “colonial” war. This means that the 
area of maneuverability in which Asians 
could be enlisted to fight for their freedom 
has steadily, despite paper claims of Viet- 
namese battalions formed, narrowed down 
until today the position of the West is 
dubious indeed, and the first task is to try 
to build some solid native support in Indo- 
china. 


Dulles and Assistant Secretary Walter 
Robertson recognized this in their insist- 
ence on including in the communique is- 
sued at the end of the recent consultations 
a pledge of independence which “new 
agreements are to complete.” 


Yet less than a month ago, Vietnamese 
Premier Prince Buu Loc was turned down 
by the French Cabinet when he came to 
Paris to plead for commonwealth status, 
including at least the theoretical privilege 
of withdrawing altogether from the French 
union. Ina long Cabinet controversy, Vice 
Premier Paul Reynaud consistently argued 
that the demands of Buu Loc, in many re- 


spects the key political figure in Vietnam, 


should be acceded to at once; but Rey- 
naud was overruled and Buu Loc went 
home with his mission a failure. : 


The French Government is now carrying 
on similar negotiations with Emperor Bao 
Dai. : 

There have been so many lost opportuni- 
ties. Last June, the French sent to Wash- 
ington an urgent appeal for additional aid 
of $385,000,000 to step up the war. This 
request precipitated a sharp division with- 
in the United States Government. 


Some American military men and some 
of our diplomats here in Paris took the 
view that this represented a last chance. 
They argued.that the United States should 
attach certain conditions to this new and 
larger grant, the first being a French 
pledge to ratify the European Defense 
Community in 90 days and the second a 
promise to grant independence to the 
Associated States, 

Harold Stassen, as director of mutual 
aid, insisted that a great power such as 


France should not be subjected to that 
kind of bargaining in the midst of a war. 
Dulles finally decided with Stassen, and 
the French got their increaseé aid with no 
strings attached. 

The stepped-up war was to follow a plan 
evolved by Gen. Henri Navarre who be- 
came commander after the death of Mar- 
shal De Lattre de Tassigny. Last Decem: 
ber Dulles, in his famous “agonizing re- 
appraisal” press conference in Paris, said 
he had been assured by high French au- 
thority that the Navarre plan. would bring 
victory in 1954. Only a month ago, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, at a press conference, 
said he was confident the French would 
achieve victory through the Navarre plan. 

Officials with long familiarity with the 
Indochina war from the perspective of both 
Saigon and Paris say that the plan was in 
considerable part a propaganda myth. So 
far as this reporter has been able to learn, 
it. did not call for victory. The most it 
promised was that at the end of two years 
of increased fighting it would be possible 
to negotiate with Ho Chi Minh from 
strength and terminate the war. 

The lost opportunities to work out a con- 
structive relationship With the Associated 


tates freely given their independence add 


up to a melancholy tale. At one point’ 
when the French were negotiating with 
Bao Dai, his ministers got word that at the 
same time French officials were putting 
out feelers to the Communists to end the 
war on terms that would scarcely have in- 
sured independent non-Communist states: 
American intelligence agents in Indochina 
spent sizable sums trying to confirm or 
deny this report. But whether truth or 
merely part of the poisonous atmosphere 
of intrigue in Saigon the report put a chill 
on the negotiations. 


Complaints Against Freftich. 


Members of the theoretically independ- 
ent government complained to American 
officials that the French kept them on 
such a short money ration it was hard to 
maintain even the outward prerogatives 
of government. Later they are believed 
to have overcome this handicap by resort- 
ing to some of the financial practices that 
have sent up a persistent breath of scandal. 
As an anchor to windward, some shrewd 
Vietnamese are reported to have bank ac- 
counts in Switzerland. 


The most persistent rumors of scandal 
centered on speculation in the Indochinese 
piastre before its official devaluation. 


Again from American officials with long 
familiarity with the course of the war 
comes the charge that the French failed in 
some instances—crucial instances—to back 
up Vietnamese troops with adequate arms. 
They give this as one of the reasons for 
the tragedy at Buichu where an entire 
region was entrusted to the defense solely 
of Vietnamese. It was quickly overwhelmed 
by Communist guerrillas under Gen. 
Nguyen Giap who is conceded by friend 
and foe to be a brilliant general in a sav- 
age war of infiltration. 


In recent weeks, American policy-makers 
have proclaimed in shocked tones that the 
Communist forces had heavy artillery. 
Months ago that fact was reported to 
Washington, some of the artillery being, it 
is beMeved, 105s proviges by American 
assistance. 

So much has happened behind the screen 
of words reciting battles lost and won and 
so little has been really known. Because 
their forces have been limited, inasmuch as 
no draftee in France may be sent to Indo- 


_china, the French had to put a strict limit 


on casualties. According to American 


sdurces, this limit over long periods was 3 
per cent, so that headlined battles were, 
often hardly more than skirmishes.

EATING Red China in the United Nations and even possibly United States 
recognition of the ‘Communist Chinese regime have not been ruled out 


as trading points at the coming Geneva conference. 
If these rewards were to go to -the Mao Tse-tung Government in Peiping, 
however, they would go for actual performances and not for mere promises, 


whether made at Geneva or elsewhere. 


This and the following discussion is the 
thinking of Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles and his close advisers after they 
returned from their flying trip to Londén 
and Paris this week and as they now pre- 
pare to enter the fateful Geneva Confer- 
ence. 

In fact, Secretary Dulles has made a 
public statement of the terms under which 
Red China might conceivably obtain the 
prestige it so ebviously desires. These 
terms were stated negatively in Dulles’s 
address to the Overseas Press Club of 
America in New York March 30; but it is 
now known that he intended them to be 
understood by the Russians and the Red 
Chinese as positive possibilities. 

After picturing Red China's failure to 
withdraw its forces from Korea, its further 
aggression in Indochina and its continuing 
anti-American propaganda, Dulles said the 
United States recognizes “that nothing hu- 
man is immutable .. .” but added that 
“we shall not, however, be disposed to 


give Communist China what it wants from 


us merely to buy its promises of future 
good behavior.” 


What Dulles Meant. 

The implicit and intended meaning was 
that if Red China should agree to a free 
and united Korea, and if the Indochines 
war. were settled on a satisfactory basis, 
then, after a period of time during which 
Red China demonstrated its good faith in 
actions, the seating of Red China in the 
United Nations and perhaps even United 
States diplomatic recognition might prop- 
erly be considered. A year or so has been 
mentioned as an appropriate “period of 
time.” 

Such an eventuality would create grave 
problems, not the least of which would be 
criticism within the Republican party by 
people like Senate Republican Leader 
Knowland of California. 

It certainly has not been decided that the 
United States would sponsor Red China 
for membership in the United Nations. On 
the other hand, there is active wonder 
what the public reaction in this country 
would be if the United States should vote 
against seating Mao’s government in the 
U.N., but if the seating were approved 
despite our vote—a situation that might 
very well arise. If the seating of Red 
China is inevitable, there is a cergain logic 
in our getting some advantage from that 
action in negotiations with the Russians 
and the Chinese, such as an end of the 
Indochinese war. 

But, of course, it cannot be said at this 

oe whether the question will even arise 

Geneva. It can only be said that the 
Sieaibitite has been and is being explored 
by those who will conduct negotiatieas for 
the United States. 

A United Nations seaf'for Red China is 
not likely to be eagerly tendered or imme- 
diately given. It is, however, the carrot 


“which the United States has to offer at 


Geneva should occasion arise. 

The United States negotiators have also 
prepared a stick, if a beating as well as 
some enticing should be indicated. The 
stick grew ‘a size as a result of Dulles’s 
mission to London and Paris this week. 
It was, of course, useful to. have a general 
agreement among the British, the French 
and the Americans to stand together at 
Geneva. Even more useful, it is felt, are 
the agreements looking toward the crea- 
tion of a collective defense system for 
Southeast Asia. 


Three Results Expected. 


Although details of such a system will 
take time to set up, it is believed that at 
least three results will make themselves 
felt at the Geneva conference: 

First, the warning already issued by 
Dulles that attempts to impose Commu- 
nism on Southeast Asia “should be met by 
collective action”. has been underscored. 
A start toward that collective action has 
been made. 


Second, a start has been made also to- 
ward removing the “colonial” stigma from 
the Indochinese war. It is believed that a 
collective, regional defense system, within 
the provisions of the United Nations char- 
ter, takes on a radically different symbolic 
meaning for the peoples of Southeast Asia 
than the spectacle of French officers lead- 
ing a fight against “colonial peoples.” 


French assurance that the Indochinese 
states would be given complete independ- 
ence, repeated to Dulles in Paris, was an- 
other move away from the “colonial” stig- 
ma; but much more will have to be done 
before the generality of the people in the 
Indochinese states throw themselves into 
the fight against Communism with a whole 
heart. 


Third, and perhaps most important, it 
is believed, the news of agreements look- 
ing toward a collective defense system for 
Southeast Asia can be read in Moscow as 
well as anywhere else in the world. 


United States negotiators at the Berlin 
cenference thought they saw unmistakable 
signs that the Russians were becoming 
nervous about the extent to which their 
Chinese partners were getting Russia in- 
volved in Asian affairs. If Moscow now 
becomes convinced that Red Chinese 
aggression in Southeast Asia will be met 
by real force from a united front of 10 or 
‘more allied nations, the Soviets may take 
a second thought about ‘backing such a 
venture. 

No Heady Optimism. 

Despite the success of Dulles’s London- 
Paris mission and the background fact that 
the stick for beating may be matched by 
the carrot of Red Chinese entry into the 
United Nations in negotiations at Geneva, 
there is no heady optimism felt about the 
possibility of great and immediate results 
at that conference. 


Although nothing about the conference 
is now certain, it is felt by United States 
negotiators that this;one may well get off 
to a slow start. It is anticipated that the 
Russians will attempt to expand the discus- 
sions. The United States will insist on 
specific items of discussion, namely Korea 
and Indochina. 


It would be a most pleasant surprise to 
our diplomats if an agreement for a free 
and united Korea were obtained. 


Next to be settled is the question of 
what nations shall participate in the dis- 
cussion of Indochina. Only then can the 
discussion of the war itself proceed. 


One top United States diplomat said jok- 
ingly that the shrewdest move the Russians 
could make would be to invite the United 
States to write its own ticket for ending 
the Indochinese war. We simply have not 
been able to figure out how to put a stop 
to the fighting there under a scheme which 
would not allow the Communists to con- 
tinue exploitation of the situation by other 
means than war or by guerrilla action 
called by other names. 


Both the French and the British were 
sounded out on this point when Dulles was 
in Paris and London, but neither of our 
allies has an answer, either. 


Where would you establish a “truce 
line?” Fighting is at isolated “holding 
points,” not along a line. Even to end the 
war, let alone fight it effectively, it is felt 
that much more whole-hearted participa- 
tion by the generality of the people must 
be obtained, at the expense of old-hat 
French colonialism. 


We cannot simply ignore the French. 
Before the subject of Indochina even 
comes up at Geneva, it is believed, the 
French will have acted on the vital ques- 
tion of ratifying the European Defense 
Community. It is believed there are 
enough votes in the French parliament for 
ratification. It is felt that the United 
States and British commitments for the 
support of the proposed European army 
will work for French ratification. 


military side in Saigon have found it dif- 
ficult and often impossible to get facts and 
figures. 


The situation definitely worsened after 
the United States agreed to an armistice 
in Korea. When that happened, the 
French could no longer believe that they 
were part of a common front against Com- 
munism in Asia—they were fighting a 
lonely war 10,000 miles away with no in- 
tervening bases on that long sea route. 


What one comes back to is the strange 
lack: of co-ordination and apparently even 
any common base of information between 
Saigon, Paris and Washington. At the very 
time Defense Minister Rene Pleven was 
saying privately here that the French 
stmply could not go on without a great 
augmentation both in men and in bombers 
that could come only from the United 
States, Mr. Eisenhower and Secretary 
Dulles were talking about victory, and 
these victory assertions had been preceded 
only a short time before by. statements 
that it would be a disaster for the United 
States to become engaged in the Indochina 


war. 
Talk of the United States taking over a 


large share of responsibility for the war, 
particularly in the training of Vietnamese 
and other local troops, gives Americans 
with knowledge of the conflict and the 
country a slight chill. They point to the 
overwhelming difficulties, if only in the 
matter of language, with hardly a handful 
of Americans knowing the native tongues 
and hardly more able to carry on in French 
with the minority that speak this language. 

But with sufficient resolution these dif- 
ficulties may be overcome. 

There is no use, howeyer, in walking 
blindly into this situation. Dulles, in the 
course of his talks with Bidault and Laniel, 
said that it was essential to get neighbor- 
ing powers such as Siam, the Philippines 

and the British in Malaya to show their 

willingness .to commit forces to the 
struggle. Otherwise, he said, as reported 
by French participants in the discussion, 
the American Congress would never under- 
stand a request for United States military 
commitments. 

This last is certainly a diplomatic under- 
statement. It is just possible that with a 
little more candor, understan 
resolution—would increase.

A Security Verdict Both Ways 


A great many things are at stake in the J. 
Robert Oppenheimer case, and they are not all 
personal to the eminent physicist who directed 
the building of the first atomic bombs. The out- 
come will represent a verdict not only on him 
but on the security system which brought about 
this proceeding, and on the administration of 
that system. 

While there has been as yet no final determi- 
nation of Dr. Oppenheimer's loyalty, it is im- 
portant to recognize that a preliminary judgment 
against him has been made. 

It was made when the Administration, after 
studying Dr. Oppenheimer's file from last July 
to November, decided that it contained material 
damaging enough to warrant his suspension as 
a consultant to the Atomic Energy Commission 
and the removal of his security clearance. This 
amounted to an evaluation of the material in 
the file. 

* . * 

According. to James Reston in The New York 
Times, Dr. Oppenheimer was offered his choice 
of resigning or facing a special hearing board. 
He had no wish to remain as an unwanted con- 
sultant, but he felt compelled to clear up the 
questions raised as to his “veracity, conduct and 
even loyalty.” So he asked for a hearing. A 
panel headed by Gordon Gray is now conduct- 
ing it. 

Who made the judgment that Dr. Oppenheim- 
er’s security status was doubtful enough to 
warrant official action? We are told by the AEC 
that it was made by President Eisenhower in 
consultation with AEC Chairman Lewis Strauss, 
Secretary of Defense Wilson and Director Ar- 
thur S. Flemming of the Office of Defense Mo- 
bilization. We are told that the decision was 
made “because of material in the Oppenheimer 
file which had been brought to the attention of 
the President by the Department of Justice”"— 
presumably, by Attorney General Brownell. 

The charges, on the basis of which Dr. Oppen- 
heimer’s suspension was ordered, fall into three 
main categories. 

First, there are the charges of Communist as- 
sociations during the late "30s and early ‘40s, 
many of which Dr.. Oppenheimer admits. He 
was an ardent supporter of Loyalist Spain and 
contributed money to that cause. Some of his 
friends were Communists or fellow-travelers. 
His wife had once been a Communist. His broth- 
er was one, for a time. In 1938 Dr. Oppenheim- 
er was active in the Consumers Union, which in 
1944 was cited by the.House Committee on Un- 
American Activities as a Communist front. In 
1941 and 1942 he subscribed to a Communist 
paper. In 1945, his brother attended a reception 
at the Russian Consulate for Russian scientists 
visiting San Francisco as delegates to the U.N. 
conference. And so on. 


The question with respect to charges of this _ 


v 


sort is not only whether they are true, but how 
much they really tell us about a citizen's basic 
loyalty at a later date. The Gordon Gray board 
will have to decide the meaning of such associa- 
tions in the context of Dr. Oppenheimer's whole 
life and conduct, particularly as director of a 
sensitive wartime sclentific enterprise. 
* . + 


The second class of accusations relates to Dr, 
Oppenheimer’s opposition, in 1949, to an emer- 
gency project for rapid development of the hy- 
drogen bomb. As we have said before, it is utter- 
ly amazing to find this even listed as an accusa- 
tion. The Gordon Gray board must determine 
whether this country is really ready to say that 
a scientist or anybody ‘else no longer has the 
right to oppose a certain weapon—that dissent 
from a particular arms policy shall be treated 
as evidence of disloyalty or unreliability. 


The most serious charges against Dr. Oppen- 
heimer are those in the third category, relating 
to his actual conduct as head of Los Alamos. To 
the charge that he employed Communists or ex- 
Communists, he replies that he recruited all 
personnel subject to security clearance by the 
Army. Further, he is accused af actually having 
been a contributing member of the Communist 
party during this period—and of having denied 
it when questioned by security officers, He, still 
denies it. 


Should the latter charge be proved, Dr. Op- 
penheimer would indeed stand convicted, if not 
of active disloyalty, then of a lack of integrity 
by which he would forfeit public respect. But 
the charge has not been proved. Until it is, Dr. 
Oppenheimer is entitled to a presumption of 
innocence. 

+ . + 


Whichever way the decision of the Gordon 
Gray panel may go, it will inevitably be a com- 
mentary—either concurring or contradictory— 
on the judgment reached by Attorney General 
Brownell, Adm. Strauss and Secretary Wilson 
when they advised the President last December 
to proceed against Dr. Oppenheimes. 


That their decision is thus subject to impar- 
tial appraisal is to be welcomed. For a brood- 
ing question hangs over this case. Remember+ 
ing that Senator McCarthy and Senator Mundt, 
according to their statements last week, were 
the first to urge re-investigation of Dr. Oppen- 
heimer in 1953, and remembering that last De- 
cember’s decision to suspend him was made 
during the period when Attorney General 
Brownell was out-McCarthying McCarthy in the 
Harry Dexter White Case, some Americans are 
bound to ask themselves whether Dr. Oppen- 
heimer is another sacrifice to McCarthyism. 


May the decision of Gordon Gray and his 
colleagues help to illuminate that question! 


Mr. Nixon Behind a Mask 


It was little more than one month ago that 
Vice President Nixon, in a radio and television 
address, was extolling Administration foreign 
and military policy for having brought the Ko- 
rean war to an end. 

He said the Administration had decided not to 
“let the Communists nibble us to death all over 
the world in little wars.” He said that waging 
more “Korea-type” wars would amount to failing 
into a Kremlin trap. | 

Five weeks later, the Vice President went be- 
fore the American Society of Newspaper Editors 
for an “off the récord speech” in which he spoke 
favorably of sending American troops to Indo- 
china if the French should withdraw. He went 
on to say that he did not believe such action 
would be necessary. He also expressed clear 
opposition to the negotiation of a truce by 
the French at Geneva. He said the Administra- 
tion intended to adopt the policy it feels to be 
necessary, and then “bring along our allies” and 
“inform public opinion” to support that policy. 


There are two profoundly disturbing things 
about this speech, ' 


One is the plain indication that the Admin- 
istration is moving steadily closer to a policy 
of direct military intervention in Indochina—a 
policy of committing American forces to one 
of those “little wars” with Soviet satellites which 
the Vice President condemned so roundly only 
last month. 

The other is the fact that Mr. Nixon sought to 
“prepare” public opinion for such a policy by an 
anonymous speech for which neither he nor the 
Administration intended to take full responsibil- 
ity. It was only after foreign newspapers and 
congressmen identified him as the source of the 
speech that the American people learned who 
was telling them, in effect, to get ready for a 
possible Indochina war. 


Neither the policy nor the method of advanc- 
ing it is the kind to recommend itself to the 
American people, 


The American people want peace in Indochina, 
not war. And if there is to be a war, they 
do not want to be “prepared” for it by anony- 
mous speeches of “high officials.”. On such a 
grave matter as this, they expect and are en- 
titled to full, frank, open discussion by identi- 
fied and fully responsible leaders.

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Wherry and Griswold 


Nebraska lost an able Senator with the death 
of Dwight Griswold, who had been elected to 
fill out the term of the late Senator Kenneth 
S. Wherry. 

Wherry and Griswold had been political rivals 
or colleagues ever since they learned some of 
the political arts in campus campaigning at the 
University of Nebraska. They were politicians 
together in the Legislature, Griswold taking a 
route which led him to the governorship and 
Wherry becoming the man who displaced 
George W. Norris in the-United States Senate. 


In their younger days, Wherry was the ardent 
liberal, once casting his lot with Norris, Ne- 
braska’s most distinguished liberal of either 
party, while Griswold was the conservative. But 
as time passed and the tides of world politics 
reached the Great Plains, their roles became 
almost precisely reversed. 

Wherry moved more and more to the right— 
he would undoubtedly be in the McCarthy camp 
today—while Griswold as a three-term wartime 
governor became known for his broad interna- 
tional outlook. | 

He was, in short, what is now called an Eisen- 
hower Republican, and for that reason Presi- 
dent Truman selected him to administer this 
nation’s first great venture in aid to a people 
beleaguered by Communism—the Greek assist- 
ance program, He was one of many Republi- 
cans enlisted by the Truman Administration in 
the development of postwar foreign policy. The 
association did not seem to hurt him, for the 
people of Nebraska seemed well disposed to re- 


elect him for a full term this fall. His untimely 
death has deprived the state of the services of 
an enlightened Senator.

Deadline for the Earnings Tax 

This week brings the ultimate test on the 
renewal of the authority of St. Louis to collect 
the earnings tax. It puts up to the Legislature 
for a. decisive vote the question of whether the 
city shall be deprived of about $8,000,000 a year 
in revenue and thus condemned to a curtailment 
of many important services, or whether it shall 
be enabled to maintain reasonable standards of 
municipal housekeeping. ' 


Returning to Jefferson City after the recess 
in respect to House Speaker Vonderschmidt, who 
died last week, members of the House will have 
before them the compromise bill which would 
extend the tax for roughly two years and make 
any further extension contingent on the will of 
the voters of St. Louis themselves. 


There is no point now in repeating that this 
measure is hardly all that Mayor Tucker and his 
supporters wanted. The current special session 
must wind up its work by the end of the. week. 
So even if there were a desire to make yet an- 
other effort for a more satisfactory bill, time 
forbids. 


St. Louis will have to make the best of: the 
legislation as it now stands—assuming, of course, 
that it will be passed. For the right to put this 
tax on a permanent basis and thus assure the 
city of the financial stability essential to any 
considerable program of rehabilitation, the City 
Administration will have to prepare for a refer- 
endum, and consider submission of a charter 
amendment — or perhaps a whole new city 
charter. But that is a bridge-crossing which can 
wait. 


This week's task is to win legislative approval. 
It is hard to believe that the compromise bill 
will not get a majority vote in the House. But 
some doubt has been raised as to whether or not 
there will be enough House votes to pass the 
measure with an emergency clause, That clause 
would allow the Aldermen to reimpose the tax 
at once, thus stopping the loss of $22,000 a day 
that has Been going on ever since April 1 when 
the old permissive act expired. 


But if the House is convinced that St. Louis 
really needs the money represented by this tax, 
what good reason can there be for making the 
city wait 90 days before resuming its collection? 


St. Louis long ago made its case for the per- 
manent extension of the earnings tax. For their 
own reasons, the legislators balked at anything 
but a limited extension. A compromise bill, 
neither as good nor as bad as it might be, is 
now before them. Surely, they will give it the 
earliest possible effect, leaving the long-range 
problem to the city itself.

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Two Dollars for One? 


A highway aid program that would just about 
double federal spending for this purpose in 
each of the next two fiscal years is om the 
President's desk, and he is expected to sign it. 
It calls for $966,000,000 a year in federal high- 
way financing, the largest such appropriation 
ever voted. 

Mr. Eisenhower himself had recommended a 
sizeable increase, a move interpreted in some 
quarters as a response to the growing demand 
for a stepped-up public works program to offset 
the decline in economic activity, He had urged 
a jump from the current level of $575,000,000 to 
about $800,000,000 a year. The Senate even at- 
tempted to raise this to well over a billion. 

One of the big questions that emerges is 
whether the states will be able to match the 
higher level of federal grants on a dollar-for- 
dollar basis. Missouri and some other states are 
already matching about all the federal funds 
they can, and it may well be that Congress might 
have to consider providing two federal dollars 
for every state dollar if the contemplated pro- 
gram is to be achieved.

Does any American dispute the pri- 
ority the Prime Minister gave to atom- 
ic-hydrogen developments? 


As Far as They Can Go 


No doubt the President, personally, 
is just as concerned. But are the De- 
partment of State and the Congress? 
Has State devised an alternative to the 
outmoded “Baruch” proposals? What 
has happened to the report of the five- 
man State Department Panel on Dis- 
armament headed by J. Robert Oppen- 
heimer? 

The Senate last year passed the Flan- 
ders resolution on disarmament only 
after provisions for a “comprehensive 
study” had been cut out of it by what 
Senator Flanders described as “the low- 
er echelons of the State Department.” 
Congress gives no hint of taking up the 
President's Feb. 17 request for absolute- 
ly essential revision of the Atomic En- 
ergy Act of 1946. 


Dozens of legislators know that 
“things have gone about as far as they 
can go”—and not only in Kansas City. 
In a prophetic moment sometime before 
he died, Brien McMahon called upon 
the United Nations to drop everything 
and concentrate on preventing a hydro-

Last fall Senator Wiley proposed that 
the incoming Congress do likewise. In- 
Stead we got the Bricker business. And 
now—well. It is time a bipartisan 
group arose to demand immediate and 
thoroughgoing action.

Laurence’s Estimate. 

It was estimated by William 
L. Laurence, scientific writer of 
the New York “imes, that the 
blast of a 10-megaton bomb | 
would completely destroy every- | 
thing over a diameter of eight | 
miles, do severe damage to a) 
diameter of 16 miles, moderate | 


damage to a diameter of 28 
miles and partial damage to a 
diameter of 32 miles. Destruc- 
tion by fire from the heat would 
be far greater, extending to a 
diameter of 50 miles, covering 
almost 2000 square miles. 


The experimental thermonu- 
clear device exploded by the 
United States March 1 was re- 
ported by congressional sources 
to have released energy equiva- 
lent to the explosion of 14,000,- | 
000 tons of TNT. 

There is no theoretical limit | 
to the power which can be pro- 
duced simply by increasing the | 
amount of fissionable material 
in the bomb, although it is esti- | 
mated that no increase in ef-| 
fectiveness of the explosion 
would be gained after the power 
reached about 50 megatons. 

Accuracy Not Important. 


One advantage for a bomb re- 
leasing energy in megaton fig-. 
ures, besides taking out large 
areas at one blow, is that it does | 
not require accurate dropping 
to hit a target. It can miss by | 
five to ten miles and still ac- 
complish its purpose. This is 
not of great importance with 
bombing by aircraft, but may | 
be when bombs are carried by 
guided missiles which are far | 
from accurate at distances ex- | 
ceeding 75 miies. 

It is apparent that 10 megaton 
bombs do not help the United 
States very much as weapons. 
On the dozen or so large area 
targets in the Soviet Union thev 
will save only from 50 to 100 
strategic bombing missions. 
Atomic bombs now are made in 
various sizes from an energy 
release as low as the equivalent | 
of 5000 tons of TNT to as high | 
as 500,000 tons. Some combina- 
tion could destroy any Soviet 
target. 

In other words, the super-col- | 
Ossal 10-megaton bomb does not | 
add great advantage to the Unit- 
ed States arsenal. 

It represents a much greater 
advantage to the Soviet Union 
than to the United States. 

American harbors and much 
of the surrounding port cities

Both hydrogen and lithium 
are plentiful and cheap, and the 
isotopes, deuterium and lithium 
6, are relatively easy. to sepa- 
‘rate. Lithium 6 composes about 
7.5 per cent of natural lithium. 
| Before the discovery of this 
combination it had been thought 
/ necessary to keep the deuterium 
‘and tritium for a bomb lique-

| The Russians likewise have 
‘made the lithium 6-deuteride 
discovery and possibly made it 
before American scientists. It 
is reported from _ credible 
sources that our efforts have 
been helped from analysis of 
the dust of the. powerful Rus- 
sian hydrogen explosive of last 
August, 

The Russians claim that they 
do not need to use a plutonium 
age in their hydrogen bomb. 
This claim is possibly true. Sir 
Winston Churchill, Prime Min- 
ister of Great Britain, told the 
House of Commons that the So- 
viet Union is “very much closer 
on the heels of the United 
States’ in the development of 
the hydrogen bomb than they 
ever were with the atom bomb. 

What this means to the United 
States is that if the new develop- 
ments in hydrogen weapons have 
made it possible to satisfy the

It 
holds that the human soul 
passes from one body to an- 
other, in an evolutionary proc- 
ess tending toward ever higher 
and better: material states.

ATHER SIWEK, a member 
F the philosophy faculty 

at Fordham University, 
here submits to critical ex- 
amination the theory of rein- 
carnationism and the argu- 
ments adduced in its favor. 
He concludes that reincarna- 
tionism, whether regarded as 
a tenet of faith or a scien- 
tifically provable conclusion, 
is totally groundless. 

In the Eastern religions, 
the transmigration of souls is 
a matter of faith. The author 
points out that it is inadmiss- 
able to reject the doctrine 
simply on the ground that it 
is a matter of faith and not 
demonstrated. But he shows 
that the founders of the East- 
ern religions, Buddha, particu- 
larly, offer no extrinsic evi- 
dence for the theory and that 
therefore, in this instance, 
faith is blind.

their followers that Christian- 
ity should be operative on 
week daystoo. In other words, 
economic activities for exis- 
tence, comfort, luxury or 
wealth should not be con- 
ducted without regard to re- 
ligious precepts and maxims. 

An interesting question arises, 

whether Christian ethics and 

business success are com- 
patible. 

The National Council of the 
Churches of Christ in the 
U.SeA. decided to probe the 
question and obtained a grant 
from a prominent foundation 
to bring together churchmen 
and experts from other fields 
for discussion and collective 
introspection. The results are 
being published in a six 
volume series on the Ethics 
and Economics of Society 
which is described as “the 
first comprehensive study of 
ethics in relation to modern 
economic life ever undertaken 
by Protestantism.” 

Newspaper man and column- 
ist Marquis Childs teamed with 
the young Washington editor 


of The Reporter magazine, 
Douglass Cater, to write this 
volume. There is nothing in 


the background of either man 
to suggest special competence

HE Old Testament and the 
Tree are bound together in 

the Bible, but this does 
not mean they are alike. As 
Dr. Dentan puts it: ‘When we 
move from the Old Testament 
to the New, we are conscious 
that the two books belong to 
different worlds, sq different 
that we may doubt that they 
are really very closely con- 
nected.” 

The title of this scholarly 
little book defines its purpose 
-—“‘Bridge of the Testaments.” 
Reading it will help any stu- 
dent make the trip from the 
Old to the New.

HIS trilogy is a series of

Firms age to Spend 
$166,000,000, Decline 
of 9 Pct., Bank Report 
Shows. 


Manufacturing firms in the 
St. Louis metropolitan area are 
planning capital outlays of $166,- 
000,000 during 1954, a decline 
of 9 per cent from outlays made 
in 1953, a survey conducted by 
the Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis disclosed yesterday. 

The companies, which include 
all employing more than 100 
persons and a sampling of 
smaller firms, said they expected 
employment to continue close to 
levels existing last November. 
Declines were anticipated by 
food processors, primary metal 
producers and electrica] equip- 
ment manufacturers. 

The 1954 spending program 
was kent from falling more 
sharply by a substantial 190 
pér cent increase planned for 
expansion of transportation 
equipment manufacturing com 
panies, including aircraft, auto 
mobile assembly and parts pro- 
ducers. 

$42,900,000 Spending Planned. 

These plants, which invested 
$14,800,000 in buildings and 
equipment in 1953, plan to ex- 
pend $42,900,000 during the 
present year, an increase of 
$28,100,000. Investments by 
printing and publishing firms 
will increase from $2,700, 
te $4,300,000 and by manufac- 
turers of fabricated metal from 
$5,700,000 to $7,700,000. 

The survey showed declining 
investment programs are sched- 
uled for both durable and non- 

durable goods manufacturers. 
Leading the spending decline 
were manufacturers of primary 
metals, who reported a 50 per 
cent decrease in planned invest- 
ment, from $39,400,000 in 1953 
to $19,800,000 this year. 

Petroleum refineries, which 
spent $41,600,000 last year will 
expend an estimated $29,900,000 
this year, a decline of 28 per 
cent. Electrical equipment man- 
ufacturers will reduce capital 
outlay by $4,700,000, chemical 
plants by $6,400,000 and lumber 
and furniture manufacturers by 
$1,500,000

The weather turned cold just after we arrived 
at Possum Trot, dropping on one clear night to 16 
degrees and freezing the blossoms on our peach 
trees.

But it 
warmed again with the rains and now the honey- 
bees are busy alf day leng, finding many of the 
early trees in bloom. Often as you pass a sugar 
maple or buckeye, you can hear the humming from 
a distance of many yards.

THERE’S ALWAYS WORK with the cattle in early 
spring, getting them ready to go out on pasture.

And on another day when 
a heavy mist obscured the horizon, six beautiful 
white and gray herring gulls hovered above us for 
hours, pouncing down into the newly worked 
ground every few moments to harvest some worm 
or grub.

@ AT LEAST EVERY OTHER DAY at this season, we try 
to hike out along the limestone bluff above the creek for a 
half hour or so, to see what new wildflowers are in bloom. 
And it takes only a still, sunny day to make one realize how 
many of the migrant songbirds are on the wing. The tiny 
blue-gray gnatcatchers with their equally tiny song can be 
seen working over the elm buds, letting us come within a 
dozen feet before moving higher into the trees. Always we 
are within hearing of white-throated and white-crowned 
sparrows and very soon now the woods will be full of travel- 
ing warblers. Phoebes are back and already looking for 
nesting sites. These are but a few of the many which keep 
us busy trying to identify them. Certainly—what with the 
promise of a better season, the new calves arriving almost 
daily, the succession of wildflowers and sudden increase in 
the bird population—April is one of the finest months in 
the countryman’s calendar.

The Story of Mamie Eisenhower's 
Life With lke, a Happy Marriage 
That Has Taken Them From Texas 
Army Post to the White House

Joc SHELDON DOUD and his wife waited for the autumn 


their home in Denver to their winter home in San Antonio, Tex. 
Bundled into the Packard were their three daughters—Mamie, 

the eldest; gBuster,” who had been christened Edna Mae; and 
little “Mike,” whose real name, Mabel Frances, was all but for- 


gotten. 
fred Landers, the butler. 


This was in 1915. Mamie knew 
the thousand miles between 
Denver and San Antonio almost 
by heart. Mr. Doud, a retired 
cattle dealer, had been shuttling 
the family back and forth every 
year since 1910. Never a dull 
moment on that trip. Mighty, 
mighty rough at times, but Papa 
never wavered. 


Mrs. Doud was stout-hearted, 
too. She'd laugh and sing with 
the rest of them. The rip-snort- 
ing wind of the Panhandle might 
blow; the rain leak through the 
side curtains; or the dust powder 
everything and everybody: but 
Mama never fretted. She'd ask 
silly conundrums and put every- 
body in stitches. Often, Mama 
fished down,in her handbag 
and came up with her harmon- 
ica, which she played expertly. 


“Mike’s” hoydenish behavior 
delighted her father, and he 
spoiled her outrageously. She 
became the out-and-out family 
terror; being Papa’s favorite, she 
was rarely punished, and insists 
today that she was known far 
and wide as “that obnoxious 
Doud child.”

AMIE, and incidentally it is 

her given name, formally 

entered in her christening 
record—was a tactful, orderly 
child, shy about being the beau- 
ty of the family. An average 
student, she squeezed through 
the lower grades each year in 
public school, then went on to 
Miss Wolcott's Classes, the edu- 
cational summit for the daugh- 
ters of Denver's prosperous fam- 
ilies.. 


From her dancing-class days, 
Mamie had a swarm of beaux. 
She admits that her ability to 
play ragtime by ear on the 
billiard-room piano and stir up a 
pot of cold fudge without fuss 
and bother may have been added 
attractions. At any rate, when 
she reached young womanhood 
and put her hair up and length- 
ened her skirts, Mamie was 
dated up weeks in advance for 
dances, theaters and picnics. 
Denver or San Antonio made no 
difference—she always had plen- 
ty of admirers. But not until 
just after she turned eighteen, 
on Nov. 14, 1915, was she to be- 
come involved in a serious ro- 
mance. 


On a Sunday afternoon late 
in 1915 Mamie and her folks 
drove the bumpy two miles from 
the Doud San Antonio home in 
McCullough street to Fort Sam 
Houston to see a friend who had 
married a young officer, As they 
chatted on the front steps, a 
new West Point second lieuten- 
ant, Dwight Eisenhower, came 
out of bachelors’ quarters across 
the street, joined the group, and 
got himself introduced. 

Ike was “the spiffiest-looking 
man she’d ever talked to in all 
her born life.” Pressed and 
polished, that was Ike. How his 
uniform fitted! He was officer 
of the day and wore sidearms 
and a campaign hat squared 
forward like a Rough Rider. 
Tough and businesslike, but what 
a smooth talker! Big, blond, mas- 
terful, but laughing easily, he 
neatly separated her from the 
crowd—including several bach- 
elor officers—and, before she 
could protest, had her by the 
arm walkihg up the street.

EBBLES, dust and ditches, 
Prenat was the difficult under- 

foot path of their trip around 
the post. Goodness, every step 
was murder in those tightly 
laced beige kid shoes. Worse 
still, Mamie was kept busy try- 
ing to hold on to a big chip- 
straw sailorehat and keep her 
flowered cretonne skirt from 
snagging on underbrush. Once 
Ike had her sit down, not be- 
cause he realized that she was 
about spent, but merely to 
broach a supper invitation! Of 
all the nerve, knowing a girl 
half an hour and thinking he 
could make a date with her. 
Supper indeed! 

For three weeks, the “louie 
from Fort Sam” kept the Doud 
phone tied up two and three 
times a day trying to convihce 
Mamie that she should make a 
date with him. Finally, Papa 
Doud stepped in and told her 
to stop her flighty nonsense, or 
“the Army boy” would give up 
in pa Papa really gave her 
such a talking to, it dawned on 
her that her father admired 
the young lieutenant from 
Kansas.

Spendthrift Ike didn’t care how 
he tossed around his $141.67 
second lieutenant’s pay,. even 
though it meant skimping the 
rest of the month. In midweek, 
or at the weekend he'd hike 
over from Fort Sam after duty, 
hopeful for a few words. If 
Mamie was out, he'd sit around 
and chin with Mr. and Mrs. 
Doud. He waited out many an 
evening that way, just to say 
goodnight ‘to his beloved. 


Mr. and Mrs. Doud didn’t 
think it made much sense hav- 
ing him coming over after din- 
ner, and invited him to eat with 
the family even though Mamie 
was out—or going out. Fine bus- 
iness that was, having her dates 
always running into Ike. But 
Ike’s strategy began to have the 
desired effect, Mamie stayed 
home more and more and wound 
up refusing invitations from 
other admirers. 


On Christmas Eve, 1915, Ike 
came late, after the younger 
girls were in bed. He put sev- 
eral parcels under the tree, then 
drank coffee and joined in the 
singing around the piano. Mamie 
nated with a start how casually 
he entered into the family fes- 
tivities; her heart galloped and 
did somersaults. Then she 
crashed chords, refusing to let 
her mind race ahead into roman- 
tic conjecturing. 

Next morning while Papa and 
Mama and the girls opened pack- 
ages, Mamie tried to unwrap 
Ike’s gift with a casualness her 
heart did not feel. It was a big 
box; it was heavy; it was 
wrapped as if it came from a 
jeweler’s—what on earth? Her 
hand plunged through tissue 
paper and drew the gift halfway 
out. It was a large silver heart 
in which to keep jewelry, with 
her initials scrolled on the lid. 
Right back into the wrappings it 
went.

Chapter Seven. 


HE history of the coming of 

the Holy Spirit is told in the 

New Testament in a book 
called The Acts of the Apostles. 
The book was written by St. 
Luke, who was not one of the 
aposties, but a physician from 
Antioch, an early convert who 
left his thriving practice to work 
for Christianity. 


His is the only contemporary 
account of the first years of the 
Church. Written in Greek, about 
30 years after the Resurrection, 
it is a sequel to his first manu- 
script, the Gospel which bears 
Luke’s name. 


From The Acts we learn of 
the first time that Peter assert- 
ed his leadership in the Church. 


After Jesus rose to heaven 
from the top of Mount Olivet, 
His followers returned to Jeru- 
salem, and to the Cenacle. Here 
were gathered at that time Peter 
and John, James the Greater 
and Andrew, Philip and Thom- 
as, Bartholomew and Matthew, 
Simon Zelotes, James the Less 
and Jude Thaddeus. All these 
men were persevering in prayer, 
with one mind, with the women 
and with Mary, the mother of 
Jesus, and all His relatives and 
disciples. 


Nightly more men and women 
knocked for entrance at the 
Cenacle door, former disciples 
of Jesus, men and women who 
had heard Him teach. had been 


healed by Him during His life- - 


time, and had believed. Soon 
the house was full to the lintels 
with a crowd that waited and 
prayed for the promised signs.

O them Peter made his first 

official speech, facing about 

120 men and women in the 
historic room of the Last Sup- 
per, to announce a radical deci- 
sion. He began by recalling to 
them a prophecy from the Psalms 
of David. 


“Men, brethren,” said Peter, 
“the Scripture must needs be 
fulfilled, which the Holy Ghost 
spoke before by the mouth of 
David concerning Judas, who 
was-the leader of them that ap- 
prehended Jesus, who was num- 
bered with us, and had obtained 
part of this ministry. And he 
indeed has possessed a field of 
the reward of iniquity, and be- 
ing hanged, burst asunder in 
the midst. 

“And it became known to all 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem, so 
that the same field was called in 
their tongue, Haceldama, that is 
to say, ‘the field of blood.’

“Wherefore, of these men 
who have companied with us all 
the time that the Lord Jesus 
came in and went out among 
us, beginning from the baptism 
of John, until the day’ wherein 
He was taker up from us,—one 
of these must be made a witness 
with us of His Resurrection.”

In Hebrew it was called 
Shabuoth, the second of the 
major annual feasts, falling fifty 
days after the Passover, at the 
end of the grain harvest.

Titled “Pulitzer’s Pride,” the 
story traces the history of the 
istation and the part played by 
Burbach in its inception, expan- 
sion and operation. It describes 
Burbach as an “elder statesman 
of the radio-TV industry,” a 
key man in the development of 
radio and television here, and 
who is now “on the color kick,” 
to use his own words, busily 
working toward the day when 
color telecasting will be com- 
monplace. 

The article recalls how Bur- 
bach, vacationing in England in 
1936, saw a demonstration of 
television. Out of that viewing 
trew his determination to bring 
the new medium to St. Louis. 
His efforts were successful, and 
when KSD-TV went on the air 
Feb. 8, 1947, it was the country’s 
first completely equipped post- 
war television station. From that 
beginning, the article says, 
KSD-TV has taken its place 
among the nation’s top stations 


Fred Allen started it. Five 
years ago he said, “The worst 
thing that ever happened to 
radio was the studio audience. 
Somebody like Eddie Cantor 
brought these hordes of cackling 
geese in because he ‘couldn't 
work without a bunch of imbe- 
ciles laughing at his jokes.” 

Every comedian, of course, is 
just a little bit. afraid of an 
audience. It isn’t stage fright; 


n | that’s -no problem. What you're 


afraid of is that the people won't 
laugh. But Fred has never let 
up on the pewholders. “Would 
anybody with a brain be caught 
dead in a studio audience?” he 
has demanded. “ 
* * 

Allen, and a lot of other peo- 
ple who are of the same mind, 
like to hark back to the days of 
Stoopnagle and Budd, Amos and 
Andy, and Easy Aces. “There,” 
they say, “were comedy shows 
without a live audience. We 
should never have made a 
change.” 

I say baloney. 

The old quarter-hour shows 
were funny all right, but per- 
sonally I laughed louder at Fred 
Allen’s radio program, the one 
with the studio audience. And I 
laughed louder at it than I would 
have if Fred had broadcast the 
exact same scripts from an 
empty room. 

Basically, it’s a matter of mob 
psychology. The appreciation of 
humor is at its heart an emo- 
tional matter. You won't laugh 
at the most amusing joke in the 
world if you're not “in the 
mood.” And when are you more 
in the mood for laughter, when 
you're sitting in a room by your- 
self or when you’re with a large 
group of friends?

Fred Allen knows that a joke 
with which he can make a 
friend chuckle on the street 
will make an audience of 50 
laugh deeply, and will make an 
audience of 500 laugh for per- 
haps half-a-minute.

During the Swanson interview, Murrow 
was in a television studio, seated at a desk in 
front of a picture window, as he is in all 
“Person to Person” programs. The images 
picked up by the field crew's cameras in Miss 
Swanson's apartment were superimposed and 
made to appear in the picture window be- 
hind Murrow. The net effect was that of 
Murrow in his studio talking to Miss Swanson 
in her apartment. 

Murrow’s field crews have become expert 
in dismantling an apartment in the afternoon, 
putting it together again before leaving some- 
time after midnight, about an hour after the 
program ends. Expensive rugs have to be 
taken up or protected with drop cloths, furni- 
ture rearranged, doors frequently removed to 
let television cameras squeeze through narrow 
openings. Mirrors are always a problem, re- 
flecting the images Of the televisiqn crew or 
causing lights to glare in hot spots. Some- 
times the mirrors can be dulled with soap, 
more often they must be removed and re- 
placed with paintings. 

Aim of the crews is to leave an apart-

ment as they found it, but some damage is 
usually unavoidable. A large white rug in 
Miss Swanson’s living room aged several 
years the day of the program, wound up a 
sidewalk-gray by midnight. The rug and sev- 
eral other battle scars will be repaired by 
C.B.S., which carries insurance for just such 
accidents. Like other guests on “Person to 
Person,” Miss Swanson received a large box 
of flowers, no money. 

Murrow interviews two celebrities during 
his half-hour “Person to Person’ program. 


Cost of the show is not divulged by C.BS., - 


but Variety, an entertaigment news magazine, 
reports the production cost for the entire half- 
hour is $25,000. The cost of air time added 
to that would probably bring the show's total 
cost to about $40,000. 

Murrow has two weekly television and 
two daily radio programs. Of the lot, he per- 
sonally enjoys “Person to Person” the best 
because he feels relaxed, can talk informally 
as he would with friends in their homes, and 
because he doesn’t have to watch the studio 
clock with the same split-second observation 
as on his other programs.

THE 160,000-POUND LIFT 


Big Tank Is Moved From River to East Side Refinery, Hoisted 150 Feet in Air 
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By ROBERT E. HANNON of the PICTURES Staff 


NE OF THE BIGGEST lifting operations ever performed 
in the St. Louis area took place recently at Socony 
Vacuum Oil Company’s East Side refinery. A gigantic 

stéel tank, 56 feet long, 16 feet in diameter and weighing 80 
tons, was hoisted 150 feet in the air and set gently in o: Ho 
in a previously built steel framework. The lifting job, as deli- 
cate as it was prodigious, required less than 15 minutes, but 
eight months of work costing thousands of dollars went into 
preparation for it. 

To make the 160,000-pound lift, a 330-foot-high guyed der- 
rick had to be erected on the site. Because of the derrick’s 
tremendous weight, a h reinforced concrete foundation 
had first to be constructed. iving of foundation piles to bed- 
rock started last August; the tower-like derrick—the largest 
of its type known—was completed last month. The derrick 
put a 16l-ton compression load on its foundction, and more 
than 10,000 feet of one and one-half-inch steel cable guy lines 
—weighing 21 tons in themselves—were needed to hold it in 
place. The job was done by Lummus Company of New York. 

Getting the tank, a catalytic cracking reactor, to the re- 
finery at Monsanto Village was quite a feat in itself. Fabri- 
oe! in Houston, Texas, it was shipped by barge through the 
intracoastal waterway and up the Mississippi River to an East 
St. Louis dock. A week of labor went into porters | it off the 
barge onto a special railroad flatcar that carried it to the 
refinery.

HE TARTLY REFRESHING quality of lemons makes them 

a particularly happy choice for chiffon pie. Mrs. Helen 

Eubank, a home economist, prepares one from mate- 
rials generally available in any kitchen. 

Mrs. Eubank makes a crust from graham cracker 
crumbs combined with melted margarine or butter. This 
is packed into a pie shell and chilled until ready to use. 
Sugar is added to slightly beaten eggs along with salt and 
grated lemon rind. These are combined with lemon gelatin 
which has been dissolved in boiling water. This mixture 
is chilled until it just begins to thicken. Evaporated milk, 
which has been chilling in freezing compartment of refrig- 
erator until crystals form around edges, is emptied into a 
cold bowl. It is whipped with electric or rotary beater until 
fluffy; the lemon juice is added and whipping is continued 
until the milk is stiff. Whipped milk and gelatin mixture 
are folded together and then poured into crumb crust and 
chilled until firm. This shbuid be kept under refrigeration 
until ready to serve. Makes one nine-inch pie. 


INGREDIENTS: For the crust—16 graham crackers (one 
and one-fourth cups fine crumbs), one-third cup margarine 
or butter. Crisp corn or rice cereals (four cups) may be 
used in place of the graham crackers, with same amount 
of fat but adding one-fourth cup sugar, either brown or 
white. For the filling—one can evaporated milk, one pack- 
age lemon-flavored gelatin, three-fourths cup boiling water, 
two eggs, one-fourth cup sugar, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
one and one-half teaspoons grated lemon rind, two table- 
spoons lemon juice. . 


Whipped milk is folded into thickened gelatin 
e mixture, then filling is poured into crust. Pie 
is placed in refrigerator to stiffen. 


Lemon chiffon pie is an attractive light des- 
e sert and a refreshing finale to any menu.

BASEBALL BATS 


Most Are Made From Ashwood Trees, 
40 to 50 Years Old, Grown in the East 


After a half-century of growth under ideal conditions, a 

northern white ash tree in the hardwood timber belt of New 

York state is felled for conversion into baseball bats. That 

all bats are made of hickory or willow is popular miscon- 
ception; most, in fact, are made of ash. 


\ 


In the Louisville, Kentucky, plant of the nation's largest bat 
manufacturer, a bat cut down to proper size and shape is 
weighed. Sanded and with ends that held it on lathe cut 
off, it will be the exact weight specified, usually about 32 
ounces. The Kentucky plant gets half its ashwood from 
New York, the rest from an adjoining area of Pennslyvania. 


OME RUNS GROW IN THE hardwood forests of New 
York’s Adirondack Mountains, for that is where most 
baseball bats come from. About 2,500,000 bats a year 

are made of ashwood carefully selected for the purpose. 

One northern white ash tree, preferably second growth, 
40 to 50 years old, 12 to 15 inches in diameter and devel- 
oped under almost ideal conditions, will produce 60 bats of 
prime quality. Ashwood is ideal for the because it 
is hard, tough, and light, yet has an elastic quality that 
gives a powerful whip action. Choicest ashwood grows on 
the sides of mduntains sheltered from wind and weather 
and at an elevation where the tree can mature at the proper 
rate to develop a grain that is neither too close nor too coarse. 

A tree is cut into 42-inch lengths, then split by hand 
into pie-shaped wedges. Machines shape the splits into 
round sticks called billets. After 18 months of storage under 
shelter, the billets are sent to manufacturing plants where 
they are trimmed on lathes to bat size and shape. 

After being dipped in a solution to protect the grain, the 
bats emerge as smooth, shiny precision instruments that 
soon will be knocking out base hits on baseball diamonds 
throughout the world. 
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Carried on an overhead conveyor, finished bats dip into a 
special conditioning bath and are air-dried before being 
stacked for shipment. Label is burned or stamped on hori- 
zontal side of bat's grain. In hitting ball, bat’s punch is on 


side edge of grain; proper position can be gauged by label. 
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Ashwood billets are stacked for seasoning at 
a Dolgeville, New York, bat manufacturing 
plant. Three of the country’s leading bat 
makers, two in New York and one in Georgia, 
get all their ashwood from New York. 


Craftsman uses calipers to measure bat 
in duplicating the broken bat of a big 
league player. Most major leaguers keep 
their bat specifications on file at the plant 
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that supplies them, are fussy about the 
weight and balance of their bludgeons. 
Expert lathemen use the care of a Swiss 
watchmaker in turning out special bats.

My Faith 
in America

BASIC philosophy underlies all our 
thinking in General Motors. It is 
this — we believe most sincerely 
that the future course of our 

country is forward and upward. We be- 
lieve that our American economy will con- 
tinue to be a strong and expanding onc. 

However, we believe, too, that the 
processes of growth and progress are by 
no means automatic. They depend in large 
part on the aggressiveness with which in- 
dustry and business carry on their activi- 
ties under a free enterprise system. 

Early this year I addressed some 500 of 
the nation’s business leaders. I chose this 
occasion to announce our investment over 
the next two years of one billion dollars 
in a new expansion program. 

1 felt that this would be dramatic evi- 
dence of our faith in the future of our 
country. It was. 

In using the word “faith” to explain 
our expansion program, | do not mean 
the kind of faith that is blind or based 
solely on hope. Our faith is rooted in a firm 
foundation of fact. 

Our decision to expand in 1954 and 
1955, was based on careful studies of 
trends in population growth, employment, 
technological progress and other factors. 
Our expansion program is being under- 
taken to assure General Motors adequate 
capacity to keep pace with the normal 
growth of the market as we appraise it. 

We have faith in America because we 
know America. I believe the people under- 
stand this, and that they welcomed our 
expansion announcement as an answer—a 
billion dollar answer—to the pessimists and 
prophets of gloom who are continuing to 
underestimate the strength and promise of 
their own country. 

The pessimists have been wrong so 
often about America that one would al- 
most think they would go out of business. 
They said a nation founded on individual 
liberty could not endure. They said the 
slavery issue would destroy us. In the 
1930's, they said our economic growth 
had ended. And once upon a time, as 
many of us recall, they said the motor car 


never would replace the horse. 

Despite their dismal record, the pessi- 
mists are still offering crepe for sale. Now 
they are saying we are due for an economic 
setback. 

Not all of these people are honest pessi- 
mists. Some have axes to grind. But re- 
gardiess of their motives, | am convinced 
that they are again mistaken. 

No depression is in my vision. I believe 
that the national economy will be strong 
and healthy throughout 1954, and that all 
reliable signs indicate it will remain strong 
and healthy for many years. 

' My reasons are many and detailed. 
Briefly, they include: the continuing high 
level of employment, consumer expendi- 
tures, capital investment by industry, total 
governmental expenditures, and residen- 
tial and business building—plus favorable 
trends in population growth and techno- 
logical advances, and the appetite of 
Americans for new, improved products. 


Importance of Faith 


encouraging when they are seen in 

the light of our belief in individual 
liberty and free enterprise. Taken together, 
these things mean opportunity; and oppor- 
tunity, in a word, is what America means 
to me. 

This brings us back to the importance 
of faith in America. To rise to our oppor- 
tunities requires faith. If those who persist 
in taking a pessimistic view of the future 
succeed in planting fear in the minds ot 
the public, those seeds of fear could take 
root. The result might be the very condi- 
tion we seek to avoid. We must not lose 
our faith in America. 

Opportunity also means, in America, 
responsibility. With a favorable economic 
climate, an enterprise system unhampered 
by controls, and a people willing to work 
for an. improved standard of living, the 
responsibility rests with industry and busi- 
ness to keep the economy strong, and, 
over the years, to keep it expanding. 

This is the challenge that faces us.

MIAMI BEACH, Fia. 
MAN playing in a bridge tournament here trumped an 
opponent's ace—and grinned broadly. 
That's no different from’ what happens all over 
the U.S.—except for one important fact. 

The man who trumped that ace was lying paralyzed from 
neck to waist in an iron lung. He followed the game through 
a mirror as a nurse (left) played his cards for him. 

His name: Fred B. Snite, Jr., the courageous polio vic- 
tim who was stricken 18 years ago, when he was 25. He 
has lived in a “lung” ever since. 

Today, Snite is the father of three daughters, aged 14, 10, 
and 9, all lovely, healthy girls. He is a bridge expert, a racing, 
jai alai and football fan, and a seasoned traveler. Snite’s life 
is a true triumph over misfortune. 

It was on March 31, 1936, while in Peiping, China, that 
young Snite, son of a wealthy Chicagoan, caught polio. One 
of the first iron lungs invented was rushed to his aid, but 
doctors gave him less than a year to live. 

He fooled them. It took about a year to get used to living 
in the 900-pound “lung” but with the help of his father 
and his pretty wife, Teresa, he won the battle over paralysis. 

He learned to speak anew—timing his voice to the 15- 
second “breathing” cycle of his respirator. In time, he was 
able to leave the “lung” for hours at a stretch, breathing with 
the aid of a portable chest respirator. A specially-equipped 
bus made it possible for him to travel. 


How Active Is He? 


ERE’S a glimpse at Snite’s life: . 
He goes to Mass every Sunday. 
Makes radio speeches for polio drives. 
Travels up to 300 miles to play in bridge tourneys. 
Goes to horse races and sporting events. 
Circulates (via train) between his home in Chicago, a 
summer place in Wisconsin and a winter home in Florida. 
“Playing bridge is my main diversion,” he says, “but faith 
has kept me alive. You mature very quickly when an illness 
strikes You begin to realize how important your family and 
religion can be.”

He 
smashed out a hit—and he kept on hitting. 

Last season, still following Hornsby’s advice, 
he batted .302 and smacked 47 homers! 

Baseball men are convinced he'll do even 
better this year. And, like Hornsby, they're all 
pulling for him to break the Babe's mark. 

Mathews’ manager, Charley Grimm, makes 
a flat prediction: 

“He's going to break Ruth’s record. If not 
this season, then another season.” 


He’s Still Learning 


66 D SHOULD BE a lot better off this year,” 
Grimm says. “When Bobby Thomson's 
broken ankle mends, we'll get plenty of 

right-handers in the lineup. He won't face as 

many lefties now. 

“And don’t forget he’s learning every day. 
He doesn't make as many mistakes, doesn't 
strike out as much. How would you like to have 
his future at his age. 22?” 

Last season, Grimm predicted Mathews 
would win the home run title. At the time, 
Mathews had 15 homers. But Grimm was right 
—he led the sluggers at the end of the year. 

The man he dethroned, Ralph Kiner of the 
Chicago Cubs, admires Mathews’ work at the 
plate, too. Kiner edged close to Ruth’s record 
a few times himself and for a while was con- 
sidered the best candidate to break it. 

“Ed has tremendous all-around power. When 
he hits a ball it literally jumps off the bat. 

“And he's only 22, don't forget that,” said 
Kiner, shaking his head over his own 31 years. 
“Youth is wonderful.” 

The Braves’ general manager, John Quinn, 
figures that the record will fall when Mathews 
becomes more accustomed to the Braves’ new 
home in Milwaukee. Last year, Ed had 30 
homers in other parks around the league, 17 
at home. 

And how about Mathews? How does he feel 
about his chances of breaking Ruth's record? 

“Gosh, do you know that’s all I hear?” asked 
the young slugger. “I can’t help but think about 


* it because I'm reminded of it so often. 


“But honestly, I never deliberately shoot for 
a homer. I just swing naturally, hope that I hit 
it and that it falls safe. Of course, | hope I 
break the record some day. 

“But if I don't, that’s okay, too. If I ever 
do, I hope the sixty-first homer is the one that 
wins the pennant for Milwaukee.” 

It's no wonder that everyone in baseball is 
pulling for Ed Mathews. He's one of the most 
pleasant, easy-going guys in the game. 

And—the Ladies’ Day rooters will be glad to 
know—he’'s six feet tall, handsome enough to 
attract a movie scout and single! 

“No, there’s no one special in my life right 
now,’ Mathews says.

An expert who collects jokes fora living g 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. 

ID YOU EVER tell a funny story 

and NOT get a laugh? Well, 

that needn't happen any more. 

There’s a man here who 

claims he can teach you to tell jokes— 
the right way. 

He's Maxwell S. Droke, 58.and jokes 
are a big part of his business. 

With a staff of assistants, he tries to 
collect every joke, pun, wisecrack, quip 
and funny story ever told or printed. 

Then, reprinting them in booklets or 
as part of his weekly digest magazine, 
“Quote,” he mails them out to about 
2,000,000 readers a year, including pub- 
lic speakers, newspaper columnists, 
radio and TV funnymen, and private 
citizens like yourself. 

“Naturally,” he says, “I want the 
customers to get the most out of what 
they buy. As a special service, | am 
now offering free of charge some tips 
from mv booklet, ‘How To Tell a Funny 
Story.’ They may not turn you into a 
Herb Shriner or a Fred Allen overnight, 
but they will help. 

“The cartoon on this page,” he says,

“shows one of the oldest comic situa- 
tions in history, but expert story tellers 
still get laughs out of it. A sailor, tired 
of the sea, decides to settle down to live 
some place where nobody even heard 
of open water.

“People started laughing at that 
chestnut over 2,000 years ago, when 
one form of it appeared in Homer's 
Odyssey. Well, during World War II, 
everybody was telling it.” 

Before learning how to tell a story, 
Droke says, it’s important to know the 


“don'ts” of story telling: 

@ Don’t stand up and tell dull and 
meatless jokes just because it’s expected 
of you. (You'll lose friends. ) 

@ Don’t tell stories you heard on the 
radio or TV. (Everybody hears them 
as soon as you do.) 

@ Don't tell stories you don't think 
are funny. 

@ Don't mistake dirt for wit. 

@ Don't be malicious toward other 
races, religions or nationalities. (The 
basis of fun is good humor.) 

@ Don't tell stories that make you fee! 
uncomfortable. 


Rules for Laughs 


ow, here are Droke’s pointers for 
N getting laughs: 

First, he says, get some good 
source of stories, the older the better. 
You can find them in books like his 
own “Gems of Humor,” “2,500 New 
Funny Stories,” “187 Comic Poems,” 
“Toasts For All Occasions,” and “24 
Clever Ways to Introduce a Speaker,” 
and “18 Humorous Responses To An 
Introduction,” or his $35 library of 50 
humorous subjects. 

“All in all,” he says, “thefe are about 
30,000 stories on tap some place or 
other, so why stick to something you 
just happened to hear?” 

Second, he advises, sit down and re- 
build the story for yourself. That's how 
jokes you hear from comediany are 
born. Somebody had to work hard on 
them, usually paid writers. Generally 
speaking, he says, there is no such thing 
as a brand new story. Often Droke 
makes bets that he can finish any story 
after he hears the build-up. (He hasn't 
lost one of those bets, yet.) 

Third, if you like to tell dialect 
Stories, sit down and learn the dialect. 
“People who tell [rish stories about Pat 
and Mike using language like ‘Begorrah 
and Italian stories with ‘thatsa’ and 
‘bambina’ are behind the times.” 

Fourth, get rid of “He says” and “She 
says.” It’s the lazy way to tell a story. 
With a little hard work, you can learn 
to indicate who is supposed to be speak- 
ing with gestures, changes of voice and 
other dramatic tricks.

@ Extreme cold has a paralyzing ef- 
fect. Suppose you are lost. You build 
a snow-block shelter, warm it with your 
gasoline stove and sit huddled over the 
flame. 

A certain lethargy sets in. You know 
your stove will soon go out. You also 
know that, perhaps 50 feet away, there 

“is some underbrush that could serve as 
fuel. But getting it will cost you a lot 
of effort. So you don't care. You will 
sit there and probably die.

@ Then there is the deadly wind chill, a com- 
bination of deep cold and wind. If it is 20 be- 
low zero and the wind is blowing 35 miles an 
hour, the effect would be the same as if the 
thermometer read 50 below. 

@ You could die of thirst. Arctic snow is al- 
most as fine and dry as sand—and just about 
as easy to eat. You have to “warm” it to ice 
in your hand first—and often you do not dare 
take your hand out of your mitten. 

One of the first lessions the G.I. must learn 
is this: as long as he shivers, he is safe. The 
muscular action involved keeps his blood cir- 
culating and his body warm. 

It is when he stops shivering and becomes 
inactive that trouble begins. In deep cold, a 
man pinned down by enemy fire is in extreme 
danger, even though he may be safe from 
bullets at the moment. 

Actually one of our big problems is keep- 
ing a man from becoming overheated. Men 
new to the Arctic will button up tightly 
when they are marching or working. 

A man outside in low temperatures must 
feel a little cold. It is a grave mistake to try 
to keep warm by buttoning up tightly.

When you're moving in the cold, the first 
rule is: loosen clothing to allow air to cir- 
culate so your own sweat won't freeze. 

The problem of Arctic footwear is mostly 
one of proper circulation. We tell the men, 
for example, that they must manicure their 
toenails as carefully as a woman tends her 
fingernails. 

Pressure of a long toenail against the sock 
cuts off circulation. Frostbite sets in and the 
toenail comes off.

that we would send soldiers into combat 

with too much clothing rather than too 
little. The G.I.’s Arctic clothing today con- 
sists of about 23 items. It takes him 17 min- 
utes to put them on. 

In contrast, an Eskimo can get into his 
caribou-skin clothing—except his boots—in 
about one minute flat. His boots may take 
five minutes more because he is very careful 
about how he puts them on. He knows that a 
wrinkle in his boot lining can cost him his

foot, because it may press against the skin 
and cut off circulation. Then the foot freezes. 


Like the Eskimo, the Russian soldier.too, 


dresses more simply than we do—long under- 
wear, shirt, jacket and pants with inner lin- 
ing, long wrap-around cloths in place of 
socks, high felt boots, long overcoat. 

If the Arctic doesn’t succeed in killing or 
crippling you with cold, it can strike at you 
in another way. It can blind*you. 

Snow blindness is one of the most frighten- 

ing experiences a man can have. It happens 
mostly on the barrens where there are no 
dark objects—trees or houses—on which the 
eye can focus. Straining to see into the white- 
ness tires the eye muscles to the point where 
neither eyelid nor eyeball will move. 
@ The pain is agonizing. Your eyes burn and 
there is a violent pain at the back of your 
head. I have seen men throw salt, pepper, 
even tobacco ashes in their eyes to create 
another pain that would distract them from 
the agony they already feel. 

Now that we know some of the mental and 
physical problems of the G.I. in the Arctic, 
what are we doing about them? 

Here at Churchill, the Quartermaster 
Corps Test Section is rounding out its eighth 
year of test activity. At this sprawling base 
are more than 100 highly-skilled specialists 
and scientists whose job is to determine what 
is best for the Arctic soldier. 

Their long-range testing has forged for our 
armed forces this important'weapon: a new 
type of training that changes the G.I.’s think- 
ing and enables him to protect himself auto- 
matically against the cold. That frees his 
mind and his actions for the all-important 
task of fighting and surviving in a climate 
that is strange to him. 
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record changes. Temperatures are taken a 
11 points. Men are also checked on mental 
reactions. That's Sir Hubert behind them. 


After all, we draw most of our G.I..man- 
power from areas far south of*the cold belt. 

The Russians, on the other hand, have 12 
million people living in the Arctic from whom 
they can draw for “cold” military operations. 
it has been said the Russians are better pre- 
pared to fight in the “Arctic than we are. That 
is probably true—but not too surprising. More 
of them live there. 

Specifically, there are three problems still 
to be solved by the U.S. Army: 

1, Hand protection that will prevent frost- 
bite, yet permit a man to handle his rifle. 
2. Clothing that can be instantly adjusted 
to keep a men comfortable under a]l*condi- 
tions—fighting, working or sitting still. 

3, Face protection that will not interfere 
with hearing and seeing. 

Difficult as the Arctic winter can be, there 
is no doubt that ultimately the G.I. will be 
able to meet the situation, if only he has suffi- 
cient training and the will to win. 


‘Too Scared to Shiver’

your cookin

NEW YORK, N. Y. 

T’S A BLAZING, sunshiny summer day. 

You've been outdoors all day and 
you re hungry. 

So you walk over to a two-foot- 
square box, which you thoughtfully set 
in the sun early in the day. You open the 
door and pop in—say, a couple of steaks. 

Then you lie down and snooze for a 
while, come back to the box in the normal 
cooking time, take out the steaks, and— 
dinner is ready! 

A lazy man’s picnic supper? It may 
soon be possible with a “solar stove,” de- 
signed by Dr. Maria Telkes, a New York 
University scientist. . 

With Dr. Telkes’ stove, you can bake, 
roast, broil—all at the same time. You

can whip up a meal for a family of five. 

And you don't gather wood, or scoop 
out a makeshift fireplace. You don't even 
light a match. 

Free sunlight is your fuel. 

Actually, Dr. Telkes’ stove is a varia- 
tion of an old idea. The first solar stove 
was designed in 1870. A later model is 
now in the Smithsonian Institution. 

But earlier “sun stoves” were expensive, 


and not very practical. They wouldn't 


hold heat even at noon. And they cooled 
as soon as the sun set. 

Most featured a curved mirror which 
focused sunlight on a point in the center. 
That meant the cook had to shift the stove 
every few minutes to catch the sun’s rays. 

Besides, shaping the curved mirror re- 
quired skilled labor and increased the cost. 

Dr. Telkes’ stove consists of four flat 
mirrors, which concentrate sunlight on a 
bed of chemicals. 

Light transforms the chemicals, which 
give off heat during tge change. This heat 
is trapped in a well-insulated “oven.” 

The chemicals are good for a lifetime— 
so there’s no fuel problem, except on a 
cloudy day. But even on a hazy October 
day in New York, the stove heated up to 
300 degrees. 

Most of the U.S. doesn’t get enough sun 
for everyday use of the stove. 

The Southwest, Florida and other parts 
of the South are ideally suited for sun- 
cooking. 

But the stove would be handy on pic- 
nics and outings, the scientist says. 

Primarily, though, it was designed for 
semi-desert regions like India and Egypt, 
where fuel is expensive but sunshine plen- 
tiful and free. 


Dr. Telkes had India in mind when she 
built her pilot model. (The stove took 
only a few months to design. Dr. Telkes 
simply applied the principles of her “solar 
house” at Dover, Mass., which gets 90 
per cent of its heat from the sun.) 

The stove is made for the low-caste 
Indian, whose income is less than $75 a 
year. 

A curved mirror model is now on sale 
in India, but will only boil. 

(Dr. Telkes paid $14 for a custom-built 
model. But with factory prices and native 
labor, the price in India won’t be more 
than $5.) 

And the stove will hold its heat for an 
hour after sunset—the Indians’ favorite 
time for cooking.
